Crawford Well 
ire Snuffed 


The gas well that has 
been blazing since May 
27, when it blew out and 
ignited by the backfire of 
a diesel engine, in Maple 
Forest Townshin, was 
snuffed out a month to 
the day, June 27, by 
famed firefighter, Paul 
(Red) Adair, of Houston, 
Texas. 

Adair, and his crew, 
brought this Crawford 
County inferno under con- 
troi Sunday, and capped 
one of Michigan’s worst 
well fires. 

A 15,000 - pound hydraulic 
valve was lowered over the well 
pipe by a 50-foot reinforced 
boom. Then hydraulic lines 
were attached and the supply of 
gas from the well was cut off. 

“This is not a daredevil thing, 
its a job," Adair said. “Bui 
when you finish a job like this, 
and it is similar to our Texas 
fires, you feel like you have 
done something.”

During the foliowing day the 
senior British army officer on 
the expedition. Lt. Shourd of 
ihe Kings (Eighth) Regimeni, 
shot himselfin the leg when his 
gun discharged accidentally. 
Taken in a small boat back to 
Detroit where his leg was ampu- 
tated, he died shortly afterward 

Hamilton and his men poled 
their boats slowly upstream in 
the shallow Maumee and on 
October 24 reached the area of 
present-day Fort Wayne, In- 
diana, where if was necessary 
to undertake a nine-mile part- 
age to one of the sources of the 
Wabash River. They paused 
here at a large Indian village for 
conferences with tribes of the 
region whom they invited to join 
the expedition. Sco successfu! 
was Hamilton in recruiting ad- 
ditional Indian support at this 
village and others such as Ouia- 
tenon (where Lafayette, indiana, 
is now located) that by the time 
he reached Vincennes his ori- 
ginal force of 235 had increased 
to aboul 500. 

Starting out on the head- 
waters of the Wabash, the Bri- 
lish found that snallowness of 
the stream inade the going 
slow. A beaver dam at one point 
provided sufficient depth for the 
boats to pass; at two other 
places man-made gams had to 
be erected so that the water 
would be deep enough for the 
boats to continue. 

Colder weather added to the 
problems as the flotilla proced- 
ed down the Wabash. Ice in the 
river cut the men as they worked 
in the water to hau! the boats 
over rocks and other obstruc- 
lions. Further delays were re- 
quired for repair of damaged 
bateaux which had to be un- 
loaded, beached and calked and 
for hulding conferences at in- 
dian villages along the route. 

_ Finally, a rainstorm. falsed: the 
progress was ben more easily, 
but then another cold spell troze 
the river from shore to shore 
and again stalled the expedi- 
tion. “However. by hard labor 
we Made our way,” Hamilton 
said fate: in 4 report, “and nuw 
approaching within a few days 
journey of Vincennes, our re- 
conmngitering party Drought wi a 
lieutenant and three men, sent 
from Fort Sackville to gain 
intelligence.” 

Hamilton then sent out smali 
units to intercept any messen- 
gers who might be dispatched 
to the posts in the Illinois 
country or to the falis of the 
Ohio, This resulted in the 
capture of two more men who 
were carrying a message from 
Captain Leonard Helm at Fort 
Sackville in Vincennes, report- 
ing to George Rogers Clark that 
lhe British were approaching. 

Without the benefit of infor- 
mation from the spies that he 
had sent out, Helm didn't know 
the location of the British force 
until it was just three miies 
away. When Hamitton’s troops 
arrived at Vincennes on Decem- 
ber 17, the French militia under 
Helm decided not to fight and 
he was left with a single olher 
American soldier io defend Fort 
Sackville. Hamilton summoned 
the inhabitants of Vincennes to 
the village church, admonished

Rose Chapers 
Invade North 


By Wi.iard E. Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

The invasion by rose chapers 
is an annuai eveni. The iong 
spindly legged beetles come 
out each year about this time to 
teed and to mate. People who 
have roses, fruit trees and other 
SHTUDS WHICH are their favorite 
dishes can attest to this. 

They can do a tot of damage 
by eating off all of the leaves of 
their victim. The only place ! 
have them is a ninebark shrub 
which is a native plant. | have 
seen them on others; mountain 


of 


ash, peonies iris and other 
floricultural crops. 
The insecticide to use is 


either Sevin or Methoxychior. 
The only control is to apply it to 
the adult beetles. They spend 
the rest of their life in the soil 
where the larvae feed upon 
grass roots and roots of other 
plants. 

The rose chaper is a common 
and abundant beetle in sancly 
areas. The females burrow from 
three to six inches in sandy soil 
and tay their eggs in smail 
batches. The eggs hatch in two 
or three weeks and the grubs 


larvae) feed The. grubs hiber- 


nate deep in the soil and next 
spring feed for a shot time. 
Pupation takes place in the soil 
and the adults emerge in June 
to start the cycle over again. 
There is only one generation a 
year. 

If you do nothing they will 
disappear in a week or so. 
however in the meantime they 
will have done considerable 
amount of damage {to your 
plants.

Primaries Finally 


Finally the presidential primaries are 
over. All in favor of improving the

relief. There's got to be a better way. 

From February to June, in 31 states, a 
minority of voters went to the polls in 
primary elections to decide the presi- 
dential fate of the nation. In some 
degree, it was sort of fun. Certainly they 
were unpredictable. 

Whether the primary system winnow- 
ed the presidential wheat from the 
political chaff remains to be seen. 

What the system has done, among 
ather things, is present the voters with a 
Democratic candidate of very unlikely 
nature — the former governor of 
Georgia, the Hon. James Earl Carter, 
Jr., who insists on being called Jimmy 
Carter. 

Mark the man well; | have what we 
call in the trade “a gut feeling” that 
Carter is going to be elected President 
in November. And there’s no way Carter 
could be on the threshold of the White 
House without the primary system. 

What the primaries did for the 
Republicans. on the other hand, is 
equally as unimaginable. The Wall 
Street Journal recently summarized the 
situation like this: 

“About ail ihe Republican primaries 
accomplished was to hurt Republican 
chances to retain the White House next 
fall. 


“President Ford and Ronald Reagan, 
still locked in an extremely tight race, 
have staggered out of the primary 
season looking like two over-the-hill 
prizefighters. Each has battered the 
other nearly senseiess while bungling 
opportunities to iand a Knockout blow. 

“Now, while the Democrats Unite 
around Jimmy Carter, the Republicans 
face an increasingly bitter struggle.” 

Indeed, the political picture at this 
time is bleak for the Republicans. 
ineptness has abounded during the 
long, hot primary season. As the

it's too expensive for the candidates.

It's manipulative, with the winners to 
a high degree depending upon psy- 
chological factors, media focus, pub- 
licity techniques, sociological quirks, 
and the other elements which really 
don't have much to do with being 
President of the country. 

What should replace it, if it is to be 
replaced? 

The straight convention system is 
subject to a great deal of abuse, and in 
the wave of today’s penchant for public 
purity and participation, it's unthinkable 
that the voters should be shut out from 
the selection process entirely. 

A nationwide primary has also been 
suggested, but this, too, has some very 
obvious drawbacks ... many of the same 
shortcomings as the present scattergun 
system.

This would 
reduce the cost and the wear-and-tear 
on the candidates and their organiza- 
tions, and would introduce an element 


of order in to what now seems pure , 


chaos. 

The presidential primary system this 
year has given us Jimmy Carter, and it 
very likely may have scuiiled the sitting 
Mr. Ford It's doubtful if 
either could have happened without 
primaries. 

Only history will record whether the 
primary system is to be credited or 
blamed for these results.
